Later in 
visiting the grave I was surprised to see that 
some one had supplemented this epitaph with 
the word ‘friends,’ and I was reminded of 
Guffey.” 

As Mr. Kerr finished Mr. Bryan, finding 
his guests. were cramped for space, invited 
them to stand outdoors on the lawn and on 
the driveway. This gave the speaker a com- 
manding position on the steps, from where 
he was clearly heard. 

The proverbial big stick, March 4, 1900. 
was engraved on a cane of marble and wood 
two inches thick at the top which was pre- 
sented to Mr. Bryan by Mrs. Samuel Mc- 
Fetridge, who came with the delegation. 

The Pennsylvanians left for Denver on the 
Rock Island at 1 p. m. 

\The departure of the Penneylvania delega- 
tion was quickly followed by a train from 
the south, which brought delegations from 
North Carolina, Florida, Mississippi, and 
Alabama, They started for Fairview at 11 
clock. 

Bryan Foresees Victory. 


When thé southerners arrived the porch, al- 
though an unusually large one, again was 
too crowded for comfort and the southern- 
ers trooped out into the town. Today has 
been the beginning of the end of the Fair- 
view lawn, apparently. Mr. Bryan said in 
part: 

“I am going to assume that I am going to 
be nominated at Denver. It is not a violent 
assumption, because we have, I think, at least 
100 more than two-thirds of that convention. 
It has been a remarkable contest. Only in 
one state west of the Alleghany mountains 
has there been a failure to pass a resolution 
of indorsement, and only in one state of that 
number did they stop with an indorsement. 
In all the others they proceeded to the extent 
of instructions, and when I assume that dem- 
ocrats will not disobey their instructions I am 
bullding on a solid foundation. I say I as- 
sume that I am going to be nominated, and 
the nomination comes as distinctly from the 
rank and file of the party as any nomination 
ever given to any man, and that is why Iam 
proud of it.” 


Oklahoma Comes with Gifts. 


A faraway and dim chanting of “Oklahoma 
for Bryan”’ called. Mr. Bryan to the door of 
the porch for the third time shortly after he 
had arisen from luncheon. The most gor- 
geously profuse display of banners, flags, and 
badges proclaimed that the visitors hailed 
from the newest member of the sisterhood 
of states. 

Robert B. Loseler, W. N. Maben, and 
other delegates declared that Oklahoma's 
vote in the convention at Denver would be 
for Mr. Bryan and Mr. Bryan’s ideas, and 
that the state would pile up from 35,000 to 
45,000 majority for him at the coming elec- 
tion. 


Mr. Bryan was particularly happy in his 
remarks to the Oklahoma delegation. In the 
course of his talk he said: 

“You have done me the honor to accept 
gome advice that I have given, and on one 
great question, that I believe will be in the 
campaign this year, you are going to render 
an immense service. Oklahoma is the first 
state to attempt the protection ot the depos- 
itors of the banks.

One boy was seriously hurt and many per- 
sons sustained minor injuries in a panic fol- 
lowing the explosion of a box of fireworks 
at Blectric park, Waukegan, last night. 
The fireworks were being set off at the con- 
clusion of a picnic which was given by Bat- 
tery 8 of Milwaukee and attended by 2,000 
people 

The injured boy is Victor Oliver, 9 years old. 
He suffered two broken ribs and was bruised 
about the body and burned.He was taken to 
McAllister hospital, Waukegan. 

The explosion is believed to have been 
caused by sparks from the first piece which 
was set off. Rockets, roman candles, set 
pieces, and bombs not yet removed. from the 
box burst into flame and shot through the 
crowd. A panic followed, in which those 
nearest the fireworks fought to escape the 
projectiles. 


The Oliver boy, who stood close to the box, 
was scorched by the first burst of fame, and 
m his efforts to escape was knocked down 
and trampled into unconsciousness.

Few Hospitals Haye Auy Complaints 
to Make Abont the Noise.

Thousands of Chicago boya and girls 
greeted the rising sun yesterday with round 
after round of firecracker artillery. By the 
Same token thousands. of Chicago men 
greeted the breaking of Independence day 


the roar made in their slumbers. Yesterday 
might be described in many ways, but never

The celevrations, which took a little pre- 
liminary warming up on the evening of the 
zd was under full headway when the sun 
came on the scene at 4:20 o'clock in the morn- 
ing.

The zones of quiet established by the de- 
partment of health around all the hospitals 
that asked for such protection proved, on 
the whole, remarkably successful.

ALABAMA’S GOVERNOR SCORES 
FEDERAL JUDGE IN RAIL SUIT. 


Jurist Condemned for Allowing Ap- 
pointment of a Former Corporation 
Attorney to Decide Litigation. 


Sampeon, Ala., July 4.—Gov. Comer today 
criticised Judge Thomas G. Jones of the 
federal court, saying he believed it would 
have been nearer to justice to have allowed 
other than a former railroad attorney to de- 
cide important Alabama railroad litigation. 

Gov. Comer urged that there be no back- 
ward step in the fight for railroad and cor- 
poration control and the rights of the state 
to administer its own affairs. He deplored 
the power of inferior federal courts to hold 
up by injunction state laws.

ton as it would be to tell your cotton mill 
owners or your cotton planters that when the 
cotton business is depressed they should turn 
to making iron and steel, or to raising sugar 
beets. 

Don’t. Blame United States. 


We co not charge that the government of 
the United States is responsible for the un- 
happy condition of industry in these islands, 
but we do maintain that as territory belong- 
ing to, controlled by, and dependent upon 1t 
a moral obligation is imposed that may not 
be justly disregarded to assist in every possi- 
ble way the material interests of the people 
here. 

We have been made to witness the splen- 
did development and evident prosperity of 
Porto Rico; that island has enjoyed the ad- 
vantages of free trade with the United States 
and we naturally feel that if it were justice to 


| go legislate in the case of Porto Rico then 


full justice has not yet been done the Philip- 
pines. 

„We therefore earnestly petition the peo- 
ple of the United States to influence the 
United States congress to enact legislation 
that will give to the Philippine islands equal 
trade advantages with Porto Rico, that the 
economic troubles with which we are af- 
flicted may be removed and these islands 
once more be brought to a condition of pros- 
perity and happiness.”

It is intended 
to continue the circulation of the petition 
until the American congress meets again, 
when it will be presented to congress 94 the 
president. It is hoped that by that time it will 
have 24 million names.

There was an old fashioned Fourth of July 
celebration at Camp McKinley under the di- 
rection of Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing and a 
committee of officers and men and citizens 
of Manila. At daylight four bands were 
massed on the parade grounds and the first 
American flag with the new star, for Okla- 
homa, was saluted. 

Tater there were exercises on the parade 
ground in the presence of 10,000 persons, 
Americans and Filipinos. The invocation 
was pronounced by the Most Rev. J. J. Harty, 
archbishop of Manila, and Newton W. an- 
bert, the new member of the Philippine com- 
mission, read the declaration of independ- 
ence. Gen. James F. Smith, governor general 
of the islands, then delivered an address on 
patriotism and the duty of the soldier. 

He related what the day meant to the Amer- 
ican soldier and what the United States was 
offering to the peoples of Cuba, the Philip- 
pines, and Porto Rico. He said it was ex- 
tremely difficult to perfarm the best duty in 
Cuba and the Philippines when irresponsible 
agitators misrepresented the truth and thrust 
aside the helping hand. Nevertheless the 
American people would continue to perform 
their duty and redeem the pledges made by 
President McKinley.

New Airship Will Bring Sky

FIRST TRIAL IS A SUCCESS. 


PARIS, July 4.—One of the most extraor- 
dinary flying machines ever seen in France 
has just completed a successful trial at the 
army maneuver grounds at Issy. This) is 
the Malecot aeronef, a peculiar mixture of 
balloon and. aeroplane. 

The main part of the machine, from which 
the machine is controlled, is a canvas plane 
mounted on bamboo. The plane is triangu- 
lar in form, sixty feet long, and with a base 
of twelve feet. In the center of the plané is 
a car containing a motor and other mechan- 
lun. This aleo provides a place for the 
crow of three men, The motor drives a ten 
foot propeller at a speed of 1,200 revolu- 
ticns a minute. 


Balloon 100 Feet Long. 


The plane is placed close below a cigar- 


| shaped ‘balloon’ a hundred feet long, with a 


diameter of twenty-three feet.

_ Germans Enter Into Competition. 


The Germans are now competing with the 
British for the transcontinental] trade of 
Central Africa. The old slave route began 
at Ujiji, on Lake Tanganyika, and came 
across German East Africa to Bogomoyo 
and thence by boat to Zanzibar. The slave 
traders loaded their slaves with ivory tusks 
and made them carry them across country, 
When they got them here they sold both 
slaves and ivory to the Zanzibar merchants, 
In such cases many of the slaves were fe- 
males, and were used to supply the harems 
of Arabia, Syria, and Turkey, as well as of 
Egypt and other Mohammedan countries of 
North Africa. Such merchandise was known 
as black tyory, in con to the 


Since Germany has gotten possession o 
the mainland opposite here the ivory trade 
has been diverted to Dar es Salaam, and a 
large part of the product now goes there. 
This trade will increase with the building of 
the railroad, which c nowfbeing pushed on 
toward Lake Tanganyika.

There is a queer town on Lake Victorte 
velonging to the Germans which I have not 
mentioned in my previous letters. I called 
there during my tour around the lake, It is 
known as Shirati, and it lies near the boun- 
dary of British East Africa. The country 
about it is bewutifully rolling. The hills 
slope gently up from the lake; and upon 
them stand hundreds of thatched huts, an 
«Indian business section, and @ fort belonging 
to the Germans. The people are like the 
Kavirondo and à little like the Masal. They 
are dark brown in color, are Well formed, 
and of a good height. I talked with one chief 
who was fully seven feet tall, standing like a 
giant above his fellows, who averaged, 1 
judge, about 5 feet 6. 

The Washashi, like the Kavirondo, do not 
worry over their wardrobes. Those I saw 
were almost naked. Many of the women had 
only a string of beads bout them, and some 
wore fringes of beads two or three inches 
long hanging from their waist belts. The 
men were often clad in a single goatskin, 
which was shifted so that it covered now 
the back and now the front of'the person. All 
wore jewelry. Lsaw many dandies who had

No court chamberlain’s department. today 
could tolerate the scandals of those 
The servants’ perquisites were enormous 
it was impossible for them, numerous as they 
were, to consume the leavings from the im- 
perial table, these were sold every day in the 
basement of the Hofburg, where the Viennese 
came just as toa market. Such scandals and 
abuses ensued, however, that in time this 
custom was abolished and only the officials 
of the household were permitted to ger the 
remains from the banquets. 


Passing of the “Schmaus-Wabi. ” 

Some dishes still found their way to private 
tables through the medium of an old woman, 
who was known as “ Schmaus-wabi,” a 
Viennese expression for a vender of delica- 
cies. Carrying a huge wooden bucket shaped 
receptacle on her back, the old woman daily 
made her way into the Hofburg and returned 
with a miscellaneous lot of costly viands, 
which she retailed from a small shop situated 
within five minutes of the palace. Frugal 
citizens who wanted to give fine suppers at a

Since then there has 5 a much stricter 
supervision over the leavings from the im- 
perial table. An odd incident brought this 
about. Walking one 
kitchens, the emperor noticed a peculiar 
smell. Search was made, and behind, or 
rather, in the folds of a costly silk damask 
curtain, were found the fast decaying remains 
of a fine, fat capon, which had evidently been 
sent from the table untouched. The lackey 
who carried it out thought to annex it, and 
so, as he passed through the apartment, 
threw it behind the curtain. Chance pre- 
vented him from fetching it afterwards, and 
it was left for his imperial master to dis- 


fully angry can easily be imagined, and it is 
a clever footman now who can purloin any- 
thing between the dining hall and kitchen. 

These new kitchetis are unequaled in Eu- 
rope for convenience and equipment and no 
expense was spared in their fitting. Hepe- 
clally interesting is the emperor’s private 
kitchen, or as it is called in German, Mund- 
küche, which means literally mouth kitch- 
en.“ where all the food for his majesty’s own 
table is prepared. Here all the cooks know 
exactly what are the special tastes of the 
monarch and as these are extremely simple 
they do not require any elaborate cooking. 
In fact, the emperor's tastes are almost what 
the Viennese call burgerliche, that is to 
say, belonging to the middle classes. A good 
strengthening soup, a nice tender, juicy Se 
of bolled fresh beef, with vegetables, and one 
glass of beer, he will eat with relish; a sec- 
ond dish. and even sweets, he disdains and 
whenever they are sent to table they E 
come back untasted. 


Kitchen for Sweets, Too. 


Next.to the “‘ Mundktiche are the pastry 
and confectionery kitchens, which play an 
important part in Viennese cookery. When 
the Crown Princess Stephanie and her daugh- 
ter, the Archduchess Elizabeth were living in 
the Hofburg, the cooks had always to prepare 
some special delicacies in cakes and sweets 
for the afternoon. coffee, but these are no 
longer required, Next is the great court 
or festival kitchen with its immense 
roasting spits and six great stoves of the 
latest design. Here fine menus for gala din- 
ners of two hundred guests are prepared and 
for another two hundred equerries and gen- 
tlemen-in-waiting, who dine at the so-called 
“Marshal's table.“ Here also the cooking is 
done for the court balls, when the guests 
number from two to three thousand. 

Another particularly interesting kitchen 18 
the Olio,“ ono where a specially strengthen- 
ing soup is prepared, which is much appre- 
clated towards the end of a court ball asa 
kind of “‘ braceup for the cotillion. Usuall, 
a couple of hundred quarts are made and, 

as the process as Well as the ingredients are 
elaborate, it is easy to see why a separate 
kitchen is necessary for It. 


How to Make the Olio Soup 
Here is the recipe which has nevér been 


made public before, but always kept as a 
secret of the Hofburg kitchen: 
OLIO SOUP. 

Take seven pounds of beef and six pounds of 
veal and cut them into small pieces, lay side by 
side in a deep pan and upon this a thin layer of 
sliced suet, and upon the top of that four onions 
cut in slices. Over the whole pour just one pint 
of water. Place the pan in the oven and allow it 
to stand for two hours. Then fill the pan half full 
with water and allow it to boll gently, the scum 
being taken off continually. After two hours 
more add half a leg of mutton, half a hare or 
rabbit, two old chickens, two old partridges, all 
cut up, besides celéry, parsley roots, cabbage, 
turnips, and carrots; also cut in slices. Then 811 
the pan to the brim with water and allow it to boi! 
for five hours. 

The olio is then finished. It is put aside 
to keep cool so that alt the fat forming a crust 
on top can de taken off. The soup is then 
poured through a fine wet napkin and can be 
kept for days until “it is used, provided that 
no salt hag been added.

Furore Over Glimpse of Nude. 

When. the new statuary on the Medical 
building was exposed to view this week spéc- 
tators gasped and immediately reported the 
matter to W. A. Coote, secretary of the Na- 
tional Vigilance association. He took a look. 
at the offending nude statues and informed 
the police, who at once ordered . canvas 
sereens to be put up until the responsible 
heads of the medical association could be 
communicated with. 

“In no other city in Europe.“ declared the 
secretary of the N. V. A., “are figures in 
sculpture of the nature ‘shown on the bulld- 
ing in the Strand thrust upon the public gaze. 
If photographs of the statues were sold in 
the public streets or exposed for sale in 
any shop, proceedings would at once be 
taken. We intend, unless the offending fig- 
ures are removed, to take action and see 
whether or not the law is strong enough to 
deal with such a display.“ 

Said Guy Elliston, secretary of the British 
Medical association: ‘* I cannot see anything 
objectionable in the statuary. Nude figures 
in themselves constitute no harm, If they 
were on the ground level, and could be mu- 
tilated by ribald people it would de differ- 
ent. But they are fifty feet from the ground. 
When a police officer came to me concerning 
one of the figures on the Strand side, I went 
to see it, I failed to notice anything wrong, 
suggestive, or indecent.“ 

Artists Defend Statues. 

George Frampton, R. A., the famous sculp- 
tor, said: “I should think the objection is 
— the suggestion put into the figures by the 

ds of the persons who complain. There 
is nothing objectionable in the nude. The 
indecency is in the minds of the people who 
are looking at the figures. Many nude fig- | 
ures, some of them in beautiful groups, ap- 
pear on our public buildings. So long as 
there is no suggestiveness—why should they 
be-termed indecent? ’”’ 

Walter Crane, the well known artist, took 
a similar view: I have not seen the stat- 
ues, and do not know who the sculptor is, and 
I can, therefore, express no opinion on their 
artistic merit. So far, however, as the prin- 
ciple involved is concerned, I am entirely in 
favor of frank sex representation in art.”

During the weeks when money was at 
the lowest ebb only 87 cents was spent for 
meat, whereas 25 cents was spent for pies 
and 55 cents for cake and candy.

Of course, the cheapness of an article as 
food cannot be determined simply by the 
store price and the nutriment it contains. 
Oatmeal, for example, must be cooked at least 
half an hour. That means more time than 
for the rest of the breakfast, and to that ex- 
tent more fuel. So that oatmeal, like some 
other foodstuffs, looks cheaper than it is.

Often Face Choice of Deaths. 

After food comesrent. Indeed, sometimes, 
in dead of winter when there is nothing to 
pay to the landlord and he threatens evic- 
tion, there is little to choose between freezing 
and starving. Nevertheless, this difference 
always remains; in food there is a minimum 
of nse which nature does not permit ex- 
ceeded, Whereas in rent there seems to be no 
limit, no house too cheap or too small to be 
used as somebody’s home. 80 that in the 
downward path of poverty the descent in 
housing conditions endures long after dieta- 
ries have reached their nadir. 

One of Mr. Forman’s families paid $12 a 
month rent just before his investigations be- 
gan. At the beginning of his research they 
had moved to a $10 a month place, and at 
the close were paying $8.50 a month. In 
none of the Bineteen houses Mr. Forman 
visited was there a bath tub, and in but one 
was there running water. In a large num- 
ber of cases water had to be brought 80 far as 
to prevent it from being brought at all in 
quantities sufficient for cleanliness. —

Crowded Even Beyond Decency. 

When that has been consumed the gas shuts 
off. Most of the houses were so small as to 
make privacy impossible, and some were 
crowded beyond the point of decency. 

Many of the families lived in the outskirts 

of the city to save rent. But the economy 


is deceptive. Car fare is added to dau ex- 


ald en and groceries and coal are higher 
priced. The sanitary conditions were al- 
most upiformly bad, some of them disgrace- 
fully 80, ten of the houses together ‘having 
a combined value of but $1,500. Neverthe- 
less, their rentals mean tremendous drains 
on the penniless tenants. 

The rent is the greatest single item of ex- 


- penditure in the budgets of the poor and taxes

and fuel and furniture. And yet these two 
are necessaries and have to be had in some 
way. They are not, of course, purchased 
as clo are bought for people well to do, 
as they are needed. 

Sometimes the husband receives a castoff 
sult from a prosperous brother or the wife 
a frock from a fortunate sister. Sometimes 
a church sends donations or hae a helpful 
rummage sale. Oftentimes fit clothes are 
out of the question and the old are patched 
and repatched year in and year out, all save 
the shoes, whieh soon wear ee and neea 
replacing, 

Four of the families Mr. Forman visited 
bought clothes on the inetaliment plan. A 
sult of clothes of any real value costs a 
goodly sum, which the poor never heve on 
hand. They tex their ingenuity to get the 
rent together; and another lump sum of any 
size is out of the question. In one family 
$5.60 wae somehow accumulated for a suit 
of clothes. But that feat was a byword 
and a wonder. Usually the poor find it wen- 
nigh impossible to get more than $2 or 68 
ahee4 at a time for any purpose And it 
clothes costing more than this must ve 
bought they use the installment plan. And, 
of course, they do without clothes whicn 
others would count among the barest ne- 
ceasities. 
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No “Best Dress” for Mother. 

These poor must be known and visited far 
their discomfortp to be appreciated. In some 
of the families the husband, even when a reg- 
ular wage earner, has no best suit” and 
the wife has no best dress. Sunday and 
every day they wear the same garments. 
In such circumptances they regard church 
and visiting out of the question and remain 
at home. 

In several cases the children were kept 
from school for want of clothes. Andin five 
cases the entire family were so il) clad that 
the investigator wondered how fathers, 
mothers, or children 5 5 their self-respect.

One Good W Found. 

After clothes, the fuel. The widow Mr. For- 
man visited never bought fuel. dhe had a 
good landlord, she explained. When she of- 
fered him the rent he told her to buy coe! with 
it. But the remaining eighteen were not so 
lucky. Five spent nothing whatever for fuel, 
but got it Without buying in the way thou- 
sands of the poor get their fuel every year. 
The father in one of these families wes con- 
stantly bringing something home for the 
stove, now a castoff railroad tie, now a pock - 
etful of coal found lying loose on the rail- 
way track near the house. 

He pesesed the cars coming home from 
his work every and was allowed by the 


| trainmen to pick. up the coal that fell from 


the loaded cars. In extrentely cold weather, 
his wife related, the trainmen ‘ managed to 
let the coal fall off accidentally.” By dint of 
eternal yigilance for stray sticks of wood and 


The husband of another family spered him- 
sel. a fie! bill by devoting hie Sundays to 
the exploitation of the ash heaps of the neigh- 
borhood. Every Sunday he took one or more 
of the children to the heaps made by the 
dumping of the city carta, and he laid in a 
supply for the week. In another family the 
husband was employed in conetruction work, 
and whenever he happened upon a useless 
piece of timber brought it home. He did this 
winter and summer and ae a result always 
had enough wood. Another family lived 
near a patch of woods which the father vis- 
ited with his ax and brought home what he 


. needed. 


Not an Item Bought Outright. 

Not one of the nineteen families visited 
bought outright chairs, tables, stoves, or oth- 
er important items of furniture. Eighteen 
of the nineteen families bought furniture on 
the installment plan, and the nineteenth buys 
no furniture at all. There wae nothing in the 
house beyond the relies of the furniture the 
couple had bought when they were married 
a dozen years ago. 

In most of the. families, Mr. Foreman, re- 
lates, the installment dues are fixed charges 
running all the year at 26 cents to $1 a week. 
This is the way the poor bug their stoves, bed 
clothes, rugs, chairs, lamps, and sewing ma- 
chines. There wae one case of a clock, one of 
a picture, and one of a book. The collectors 
threaten to take the articles out of the house 
if reguiar payment is not made, but they are 
a patient class and rarely do this, even when 
payments are skipped, except in case of the 
sewing machine. 

Perhaps none of the nineteen families own 
or ever will own a sewing machine outright, 
but nearly all have one in their house. The 
machine is put in the house and allowed to 
stay as long as the payments are made with 
a profitable regularity. When the payments 
are continued until the machine is paid for, 
which rarely happens, the installment cost is 


out of all proportion to the cagh price. $75 for 
a $86 or $40 machine.

Pays to Keep Machine. 

But to have a machine in the house for a 
little while at a low rate of payment is as 
profitable to the family as to the instaliment 
man. 

Clothes, furniture, and insurance are regu- 
largly bought on the instaliment plan. In one 
family nearly a fifth of the whole income goes 
to meet installment dues. Courts and alleys 
and little streets teem with installment men in 
their rounds collecting, soliciting new busi- 
ness, or carrying in or out of the house the 
articles sold or unpaid. The overcharges in 
this method of trade bring appalling losees to 
the buyer who pays a dollar or more than cash 
rates on his coarse blanket, $2 or $8 on a mi- 
erably worthless rug, $5 or $10 on a stove. 

The buyer also loses morally. For he ac- 
quires the habit not only of being in debt all 
the time but also of buying sometimes with 
little intent to try to pay. By postponement 
and by making the intervals between pay- 
ments longer and longer the housewife may 
worry a collector out and make him end his 
visits ere the installments are all paid. In 
this way she gets more things inte the house 
but she sacrifices her truthfulness and her 
honesty and her fair dealing.

Take Pian as a Blessing. 

But after all the poor regard the install- 
ment system as a blessing. They will tell 
you that they must either buy on the inetall- 
ment plan or be deprived of many of the ne- 
cessities of life. If you advise them to save 
thetr money until they aan pay in cash they 
will tell you that they have tried that plan 
but have failed. 

They contend that on a cash basis they 
would have nothing, while on the inetaliment 
plan they 46 manage to keep a few things in 
the house. Their theories are borne out by 
facts.

The more intimately one understands the 
circumstances of existence under poverty the 
plainer it becomes that although the poor 
may buy unwisely, even extravagantiy at 
times, they nevertheless are constantl. buy- 
ing at a disadvantage, for a reason that is 
rationality itself: they lack the money to 
buy to advantage.

Even Insure Young Babies. 

Even insurance is on the installment plan. 
Of the nineteen families investigated every 
one carried some insurance, Practically 
everybody was insured except the infants 
under 1 year, who are uninsurable. In sev- 
eral cases more than one policy was car- 
ried upon the life of a single person. 

Just as soon as a little child errives at an 
insurable age a policy on its life is written 
if another premium of 5 cents can possibly 
be spared. The sentiments which prompt 
the poor to invest in insurance Mr. Foreman 
places akin to piety. Insurance protects 
household from harsh or profane . 
and gives the departed decent burial.

Home Made Porch Shade. 


I wanted a4 shade for the end of my porch, 
but did not feel I sould afford an awning 
or a regular “ porch shade *’ such as are sold 
at the stores, Out of materials I found about 
the house I manufactured one that is just as 
pretty as any you can buy and cost almost 
nothing. 

I took two widths of floor matting that 
had been discarded and sewed them to- 
gether. Each piece of matting was eight 
feet long, thus making my shade six feet 
wide, the width of the two strips, and eight 
feet long. I then overcast the two ends so 
they could not ravel and nailed each end 
to a narrow strip of wood. 

After painting the whole thing a pretty 
olive green I hung it from the top of the 
porch by one of the end strips, using large 
screw eyes and ordinary rope for pulleys. 

The strip of wood on the end that hangs 
down makes it roll nicely and I have a shade 
both practical and inexpensive. It makes 
no difference if the two strips of matting 
are of different pattern, for when painted 
they will look the ee Mus. T. E

Distinct Shock for Conservative Parisians. 

The courage of American women is well exempli- 
fied in Madame Perrys work in Paris, where it is so 
nnusual for a woman to adopt a new profession. No 
other women ever has essayed the work professionally, 
for the French are like the Germans, they have infinite 
respect for tradition, They argue No woman ever has 
opened a studio, so why should one do so now? There 
are no women photographers in Paris; why should we 
support one now—and that an Americaine?” 

But the wisdom of Madame Perry’s choice long since 
has deen proven, for her success has been great—both 
artistic and financlal—and even her best friends have 
been surprised at the quick returns. For establishing a 
new’ business in Paris is slow work and takes about 
double the time required in the States 

Madame Perry works like a painter in an artist's 
studio and as none of the commercial signe of the 
work are visible, a delightful atmosphere prevalls in 
the sittinzs. One of her admirers is Madame Georgette 
Leblanc, the talented actress wife of Maurice Maeter- 
Unck whe has had several portraits made. Another is 
the great. pianist, Harold Bauer, whom she has photo- 
graphed several times and whose portrait he considers 
his best Mienegs.

- It is love that 


feeds ambition, stimulates progress, and haa 
been the greatest motive power of civilization. 


AVE you ever been in love? 

Of course, 

But why? 

What draws every laddie to his lassie 
and evokes in her the grand passion for 
her laddie? 

Although the pleasures of love suffice 
for the many, philosophers and students 

Are not satisfied until they have discovered its reasons. 
And they all agree that while falling in love is ap- 
parently simple for both man and maid, it in reality 
is the most complex of feelings, compounded of many 
less intricate emotions. It is easy for any one to ste 
that many fall in love for beauty’s sake, although 
once in a lifetime a man is heard saying he wants 
a Wife ten years older than himself and the homelier 
the better.” 

Appearance often counts for much merely because 
it presents an opposite characteristic. The tall man 
chooses the little woman, the dark man the blonde, the 
nervous the phiegmatic. The large woman likes the 
slender man. The restless man selects a quiet partner, 
and the timid woman puts herself under a bold pro- 
tector. Yet the late Dr. McCosh, formerly president of 
Princeton university, considered it to be an error to 
suppose love a polar force which attracts the unlike. 
There must be something in the parties that draws 
them together. 

* 
Dull Man Often Likes Lively Wife. 

There are tastes and predilections, natural, often 
hereditary, Which find a gratified satisfaction. It may 
not be a similarity nor a dissimilarity, but it is, as is 
commonly called, an affinity of some kind. The dull 
man often likes to have a lively wife, who has music 
or amusements or a cheerful remark to entertain him 
when he comes home from his toils; and a woman of 
éalm or sluggish temperament is pleased to be roused 
by a playful husband who brings home to her the in- 
cidents of the day, the news or the scandal. But there 
are limits to this fitness of opposites to blend with 
each other. The woman’s liveliness, while at proper 
seasons it relieves the husband, must not be 80 con- 
stant as to disturb his habitual soberness; and the 
man’s bantering must not be made, like a perpetual 
firing of rockets, to disturb the woman’s complacency, 
or the wit to oppress her with a sense of her in- 
feriority. 

„I have noticed that affection is apt to be kindled 
and is always strengthened when the train of ideas 
in the two minds is consonant—this makes the 
strings to harmonize; and, on the other hand, disturb- 
ance is apt to be produced when the association of 
ideas in the one jars upon that of the other. In all 
cases the love is apt to be more permanent when the 
tastes of the persons, when the courses they pursue, 
and the ends they keep in view are alike, or, rather, 
when they correspond and codperate, as one workman 
does with another in a factory.” 

In all cases the tendency of mutual love is to draw 
the persons together; in conversation and in embrace 


when they are together; and in correspondence when. 


they are separated; in communion of thought and in 
tokens and expressions of affection until they almost 
feel as if they were one. Prof. George Herbert Palmer, 
husband of the famous Alice Freeman Palmer, says in 
his recent biography of her that “we have become al- 
most completely one.” 


Causes Pate of " Self-Esteem. 

Herbert Spencer, in his “ Principles of Psychology,” 
declared the passion which unites the sexes is the 
most compound of all the feelings and hence the most 
powerful. There are the complex impressions pro- 
duced by beauty. There are complex sentiments of 
affection, and there is the sentiment of admiration, 
réspect, or reverence. Then comes the feeling called 
love of approbation. To be preferred above all the 
world, and that by one admired beyond all others, is 
distinctly gratifying to the love of approbation. This 
brings into play the love of self-esteem. have suc- 


deeded in gaining such attachment from another isa 
proof of power which agreeably excites. the amour 
propre. There is also the pleasure of possession; the 
two belong to each other. There is an exaltation of 
the sympathies. 

Egoistic pleasures of all kinds are doubled by an- 
other’s sympathetic participation, and the pleasures of 


another are added to the egoistic pleasures. So that... 


around the physical feeling ere gathered the feelings 
produced by personal beauty, the feelings of simple 
attachment, of reverence, of love of approbation, of 
self-esteem, of property, of love of freedom, of sym- 
pathy. “ These, all greatly exalted, and severally tend- 
ing to reflect their excitement on one another,” says 
Prof. Ribot, “unite to form the mental state we call 
love. And as each one of them is itself comprehensive 
of multitudinous states of consciousness, we May say 
that this possession fuses into one immense aggregate 
most of the elementary excitement of which we are 
capable, and that hente results its irresistible power.” 


* 
An Intellectual Sort of Love. 

As evolution proceeds, Prof. Ribot points out, the 
physiological and tnstinctive elements lose their 
strength and gradually are effaced before an increas- 
ingly intellectual sort of love. At the root of it is an 
unconscious search for an ideal perceived in a concrete 
personal form. This concrete image gradually is trans- 
formed into a concept, an absolute ideal, the purely 
intellectual, platonic, nuptial love; the emotion is to- 
tally intellectualised. While the big majorities often- 
times doubt the possibilities of platonic attachments 
between men and women, Dr. Ribot avows it is not ex- 
tremely rare. Not only is it met with here and there 
among people of the present, but it has been fixed and 
expressed at certain moments of history in institutions 
such as the chivalric love, of which the old Geoffrey 
Rudel, seeking the Lady of Tripoli, is the most perfect 
example; the troubadours, the Provencal courts of love 
deciding that true love cannot exist in marriage. 

This is a tremendous change from the more primi- 
tive love. Prof. Ward of Brown university asserts that 
in Western Africa the negro knows not love, affection, 
or jealousy. “In all the long years I have been in 
Africa,” records one traveler, “I have never seen 2 
Negro put hfs arm around a woman's waist or give or 
receive any caress whatever that would indicate the 
Slightest loving regard or affection on either side. They 
have no words or expressions in their language indica- 
tive of affection or love.” Dr. Ward thinks romantic 
lOve practically is confined to what generally is under- 
Stood as the Aryan race, and that it did not appear per- 
ceptibly before about the . 2 Ages. 


Vo Nomantlic ban Before Middle Ages. 

“If I had read my Homer, Aischylus, Virgil, and 
Horace to any purpose,” says Prof. Ward, “they do not 
reveal the existence in ancient Greece and Rome of the 
sentiment of romantic love. The romantic element of 
man’s nature had not yet been developed.” 

Romantic love sprang up with chivairy and the cru- 
Saders. It was due primarily to the greater equality 
and independence of woman. Romantic love is mutual. 
The selection is done simultaneously by man and wom- 
an. Its most striking characteristic is the phenomenon 
called falling in love. It is not commonly supposed 
that this so-called tender passion is capable of cold, 
scientific analysis. It is treated as something trivial 
and always creates a smile when mentioned. Yet li- 
braries are filled with books devoted exclusively to it, 
and these are as eagerly devoured by Philosophers and 
Sages as by school girls. These books, of course, are 
not scientific. They are fictions, romances, lyrics, Yet 
many of them are classic and contain much truth. 

When a man and a woman fall in love, Prof. Ward 
says, it means the man has qualities that are wanting 
in the woman, which she covets and wishes to transmit 
to her offspring, and also that the woman has qualities 
not possessed by the man, but which he regards as bet- 
ter than his own and desires to hand on to posterity. 
By this is not meant that either the man or the woman 
is conscious of any of these things. They are both ut-

Doesn’t Approve Separation of Sexes. 

Bashful persons who shun the opposite sex usually 
in the end marry the ones with whom circumstances 
forcibly bring them ifto more or less prolonged. contact. 
The constant enforced separation of the sexes in the 
supposed interest of morality causes the sexual natures 
of those thus cut of from each other to become so 
hypertrophied that there is little chance for selection. 
And unions take place with little concern for preferred 
or complementary qualities. Contrary to the views of 
many moral theorists who advocate such enforced sep- 
aration, marriages are fewer and occur later in life in 
societies where the sexes freely commingle and where 
there is the least restraint. It is also in such societies 
that the closest discrimination take’ place and that the 
finest types of men are produced. 

Where a reasonable degree of freedom of the sexes 
exists and there is no scarcity of men or of women, this 
passion of love becomes the highest of all sanc- 
tions from a biological, from an anthropological, 
and from a sociological point of view. It is the 
voice of nature commanding in unmistakable tones 
not only the continuance but also the improvement and 
perfectionment of the race. “In cases where afbitrary 
acts or social convention jn violation of this command 
produce conjugal infelicity and despair, one might even 
indorse the statement of Chamfort: When a man and 
a woman have a violent passion for each other it always 
seems to me that, whatever may be the obstacles that 
separate them, husband, parents, etc., the two lovers be- 
long to each other by nature and by divine right in spite 
of human laws and conventions.’ ”

Romantic Love Superior in Endurance. | 

One great superiority of romantic love over n@tural 
love is that it endures and at the same time remains 
intense. Comte dedicated hie“ Positive Polity” to Clo- 
tilde de Vaux and put at the head of the first chapter: 
“One tires of thinking and even of acting, but one never 
tires of loving.” Another great advantage is that it 
brings about an exercise of noble qualities which might 
otherwise remain latent. 

„The course of true love never runs smooth” is af 
old saying. In natural love there is immediate posses- 
sion. In romantic love the man must do something 
heroic to win the esteem of the woman he wooes, These 
develop manhood, courage, honor, and undef the code 


of chivalry they must have a moral element, must de- 


fend the right, protect the weak, and uphold virtue. 
The woman demands support and the comforts of life, 
luxuries where possible, and more and more leiture and 
accomplishment. Today she demands a home, Social 
position, ease, and economic freedom. More and more, 
too, she requires of men that they possess industry, 
thrift, virtue, honesty, and intelligence. Man must 
work for all this, and this struggle for excellente, as 
woman understands that quality, is an extraordinary 
stimulus and leads to all forms of achievement. 
Tue man also sets ideals for the woman. She must 
be worthy of him and she gently follows the course 
that he gives her to understand is most grateful to 
him.

In the perfect state of conjugal love there 
is a condition of happiness which, so far as love alone 
can contribute, Prof. Ward believes admits of no im- 
provement. It is full and strong, it is enduring, only 
ending with life, and it is calm and subdued, so as in 
no way to interfere with the other normal operations 
of life. It is a social force even more efficient than 
romantic love. The principal stimulus is that of pro- 
viding for the family. This is the most productive of 
all stimuli. Freed from the distractions arising from 
doubt, ancertainty, and the fear of not attaining the 
great end, he for whom that end is already attained 
can work for other ends and aim at even worthier 
deals. Little wonder, then, “that it is in the European 
race and during the last three or fcur centuries that 
the greatest achievements have been wrought by man.”

Powerful Influence Over the Race. 


All the philosophers agree on the remarkable effects 
that love has had on the progress of the race. It has 
been one of the most powerful of influences in im- 
proving the physical appearance of men and women. 

In the primeval days when woman was tie chooser 
she naturally chose those whom her sense of the beau- 
tiful most approved, rejecting the less attractive.

HE cor of an emotion, the shape of 
a feeling, the hue and contour of affec- 
tion, of fear, of greed, or of delight, or 
of devotion seem curious enough to the 
person of the ordinary walk of life.

Shows Up Man's Character. 


Since every emotion is registered on the astral body 
the man's character and «haracteristic moods are shown 
forth in its distinguishing hues and their position and 
prominence.

Later Thomas Rutbven, great- 
great-grandsou of the second peer of the 
early Stuart era, is asserted to have been 
created Lord Ruthven of Freeland. Appar- 
ently this dignity was created Oliver 
Cromwell, for its date is given as 1651—that 
ie to say, shortly after the execution of 
Charles I. and fully nine years before Charles 
II. wae restored to the throne. 

Now, although 1651 is given as the date of 


the creation of the barony. the exact date of 
the patent is unknown. There is no official 


record of its existence, either at Edinburgh 
or anywhere else; it was never registered as 
required by law, nor a copy made of it, and 
as, moreover, there is no doedust or sign 
manual thereof, its contents are wholty 
unknown. We have the word of the present 
Ruthwens that the original document was 5 
existence for nearly a hundred years, an 
that it was destroyed in a an rbich 00K 
place at Freeland in 1750.

Nor is this all. David, the only son and 
heir of this alleged Cromwellian Lord Ruth- 
ven of Freeland, died without male issue, 
as one of the lords of the treasury of Wiliam 
III., leaving his estates to the youngest of 
his sisters, Jean. On her death without issue 
the estates were inherited by her nephew, 
Sir William Cunningham. Neither Jean 
Ruthven nor Sir William Cunningham 
dreamed of putting forward any claim to the 
barony of Ruthven, which in “ Crawford's 
Peefage of Scotland,” a standard and official 
work published at Edinburgh in 1716, te de- 
scribéd as having become extinct. Sir Win- 
iam Cunningham als» died without issue, 
and then the estates went to Isabel Ruthven, 
a niece of Dawid, Lord Ruthven, and of his 
sister Jean. 

She married a Col. James Johnston of 
Graitney, and, according to Lord Halles, in 
a jesting way applied for a summons to the 
coronationrof King George II., ag heiress not 
oniy of the Ruthven estates, but also of the 
Cromwellian barony of Ruthven. She re- 
ceived the invitation to the coronation and a 


letter is in existence in which she declares 


that this was her patent and that she would 


preserve it as such in her charter chest. 


Now, in the first place, there is nothing 
whatsoever to show that Cromwell ever re- 
created the barony of Ruthven in 1651, nor is
